The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
was  40.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  of  14,600 
is  290  below  the  1967  figure.  This  suggests  a decrease  in  the  population 
due  to  emigration  from  the  District  of  330.  In  view  of  the  development 
of  the  District  it  is  difficult  to  believe  this  gives  a correct  picture  of  the  situ- 
ation. 


The  number  of  births  showed  a slight  decrease  compared  with  1967  and 
the  live  birth  rate  of  15.3  is  still  well  below  tlie  national  figure. 


The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  shows  a marked  increase  from  3.6 
to  6.0.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national  situation  where 
there  has  been  a steady  increase  since  1956,  when  the  rate  was  4.8%  per  total 
live  births,  to  the  present  figure  of  7.9%  of  the  total  live  births. 


There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  to  give  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  9.0  per  1,000  total  live  births.  This  is  well  below  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  and  is  a very  satisfactory  result.  The  stillbirth  rate 
is  also  well  below  the  national  figure. 


It  is  gratifying  that,  once  again,  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  in 
the  district. 


The  number  of  deaths  increased,  compared  with  1967,  to  give  a death 
rate  of  11.3  which  is  just  below  the  national  figure.

The  method  of  classifying  the  causes  of  death  has  been  changed  this 
year  and  so  the  details  cannot  be  compared  strictly  with  the  figures  shown  in 
previous  years. 

The  most  important  single  cause  of  death  was  coronary  disease  which 
with  the  other  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted  for 
over  53%  of  the  deaths  in  the  district.  Cancer  in  one  or  another  of  its  forms 
accounted  for  18%  of  the  deaths. 

Deaths  due  to  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
account  for  71%  of  the  deaths  in  the  district.  It  must  be  emphasised  that 
these  conditions  are  ones  in  which  the  individiual  can  take  preventive  action. 
If  the  inhabitants  of  the  Rural  District  would  reduce  their  weight  to  the  ideal 
level,  take  more  exercise  and  stop  smoking,  their  health  would  benefit  con- 
siderably and  the  statistics  for  the  district  would  improve.

The  longevity  of  the  population  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  nearly  half 
the  deaths  occurred  in  the  75 -plus  age  group  and  over  75%  in  the  65 -plus 
group. 

Various  changes  in  the  legislation  with  regard  to  infectious  diseases  were 
made  during  1968.  The  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations, 
1968,  made  infectious  jaundice  notifiable  with  effect  from  June,  1968.  The 
Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  altered  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases  in  that  acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzol 
pneumonia,  acute  rheumatism,  erysipelas,  membranous  croup  and  puerperal 
pyrexia  were  no  longer  included  in  the  list  while  tetanus,  yellow  fever  and 
leptospirosis  were  added  to  the  list. 

Measles  was  much  the  most  important  infectious  disease,  accounting 
for  over  83%  of  the  notifications.  Most  of  the  cases  of  measles  occurred 
early  in  the  years  before  the  vaccination  scheme  got  under  way.  In  future 
years  there  should  be  a marked  reduction  in  the  notifications. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  in  the 
District  due  no  doubt  to  immunisation  and  vaccination.  There  is,  however, 
a great  danger  that  lack  of  cases  causes  complacency  in  the  public  mind  with 
a consequent  apathy  towards  immunological  procedures.  It  is  essential 
that  every  effort  is  made  to  counteract  this  trend.

Practitioners  in  the  district  run  their  own

Lindsey  County  Council  arrange  treatment  for  mothers  and  children. 
The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  holds  a dental  clinic  at  Market  Rasen 
and  has  a mobile  Clinic  for  visits  to  schools. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  examinations  are  mostly  done  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, St.  Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln,  and  sometimes  at  Grimsby  and  District 
Hospital.  Dr.  Croll  is  always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problems  that  arise 
and  his  help  is  greatly  appreciated.  Some  use  was  made  of  the  facilities 
for  chemical  examination  of  samples  offered  by  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Samples  for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  Northern  Analysts  in  Hull. 


Ambulance  Service. 

An  ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  or  in 
emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange. 


Chiropody  Service. 

Lindsey  County  Council  provides  this  service  in  Caistor  Rural  District 
except  for  Caistor  itself,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  chiropodists  employed 
by  the  County  Council.  The  scheme  now  caters  for  the  elderly,  expectant 
mothers,  the  physically  handicapped  and  mentally  subnormal  persons. 

Treatment  is  provided  at  numerous  centres  in  the  Rural  District  but  in 
the  case  of  a person  unable  to  attend  the  treatment  centre,  the  chiropodist 
will  visit  the  patient’s  own  home  to  provide  treatment.  The  County  Council 
makes  a fixed  charge  of  2/6d.  per  treatment,  with  the  exception  of  persons 
in  receipt  of  a Social  Security  supplementary  benefit,  in  which  case  treatment 
is  provided  free  of  charge. 

The  Chiropody  service  in  Caistor  is  provided  by  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee. 

Cervical  Cytology. 

This  service  still  continues  to  be  available  through: - 

(a)  the  patient’s  General  Practitioner. 

(b)  Lindsey  County  Council  at  Cleethorpes  Clinic. 

(c)  the  Hospital  Out-Patient  Department. 

(d)  the  Family  Planning  Clinic. 

It  is  regrettable  that  this  service  is  not  used  to  a greater  extent.  This 
simple  test  which  allows  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  is  a 
first  class  preventive  measure  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  years  to  come 
more  women  will  come  forward  for  the  test. 


Meals  on  Wheels. 

I am  grateful  to  Mrs.  B.  Readymartcher,  County  Organiser  of  the 
Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  for  providing  the  following  information 
relating  to  meals  provided  by  the  W.R.V.S.:- 

In  the  Caistor  Rural  District  3,149  meals  were  served  during  1968, 
meals  being  served  2 days  per  week. 

Luncheon  Clubs  are  provided  at  Caistor  and  Keelby,  2,046  meals  were 
served;  meals  being  served  on  2 days  per  week  at  Caistor  and  1 dav  a week  at 
Keelby. 


Liaison. 

I enjoy  good  liaison  with  the  local  practitioners  and  I attend  their  group 
meetings.  The  personal  contact  achieved  at  these  meetings  is  very  valuable. 
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Family  Planning. 

The  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act,  1967,  provided 
local  health  authorities  with  the  power  to  make  arrangements  for  the  giving 
of  advice  on  contraception  and  for  the  supply  of  contraceptive  substances  and 
appliances  to  the  public  generally  and  no  longer  only  to  those  seeking  advice 
on  medical  grounds.  No  distinction  is  to  be  drawn  between  married  and 
unmarried  persons.  No  charge  is  to  be  made  for  advice  or  examination  but 
charge  can  be  made  for  materials. 

Lindsey  County  Council  operate  a scheme  and  have  arranged  for  the 
Family  Planning  Association  to  provide  the  service  as  the  County  Council’s 
agents. 

The  County  Council  have  decided  to  charge  for  the  supply  of  prescrip- 
tions, drugs  and  appliances,  though  the  amount  to  be  recovered  will  take 
account  of  each  person’s  financial  circumstances. 

The  County  Council  have  also  decided  that  parental  consent  shall  not 
be  necessary  for  any  category  of  patient  over  16  years  of  age. 

The  service  locally  will  be  available  through  the  Family  Planning  Clinic 
at  Milton  Road,  Nunsthorpe,  Grimsby. 


School  Health  Service. 

It  is  regrettable  that  due  to  the  recommendations  of  the  organisation 
and  methods  team,  the  County  Medical  Officer  is  no  longer  able  to  provide 
details  of  the  examinations  carried  out  in  the  Caistor  Rural  District. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH. 

During  the  year  4 houses  have  had  W.C’s.  substituted  for  pail  closets 
and  privy  vaults  but  there  are  still  about  300  houses  without  this  basic 
amenity.  New  sewage  disposal  works  are  being  planned,  so  conffitions 
should  improve  steadily  over  the  next  year  or  two.  The  position  will  also 
be  improved  as  the  slum  clearance  programme  removes  those  houses  which 
are  not  suitable  for  improvement. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  first  Annual  Report  I wrote  was  for  the  year  1938 — which  makes 
this  the  31st  for  which  I have  been  responsible.  And  as  I write  this  the 
publication  of  the  long  expected  report  on  the  reorganisation  of  local  govern- 
ment is  daily  awaited.  I would  suspect  that  the  pattern  of  administration 
that  I have  known  all  my  working  life  is  likely  radically  to  change  in  the  next 
few  years  and  that  the  whole  concept  of  local  folk  working  locally  in  their 
immediate  neighbourhood  is  likely  to  be  a thing  of  the  past.  Progress  is,  of 
course,  essential  and  inevitable  but  whether  the  bigger  authorities  will  give 
the  same  service,  in  the  same  manner,  as  the  smaller  ones  have  done  over 
the  last  75  years  is  something  that  only  time  will  shew.  Certainly  the  vast 
amount  of  work  done  by  Councillors  and  officials  in  the  rural  areas  of  Britain 
is  something  of  which  the  nation  has  every  reason  to  be  proud.  One  needs 
to  see  systems  in  other  countries  to  appreciate  the  basic  fairness  and  concern 
that  are  so  much  accepted  as  the  normal  in  this  country. 


The  progress  of  the  scheme  for  installing  internal  water  closets  in  Council 
houses  was  good  (many  years  ago  they  had  all  had  water  closets  but  some 
were  a few  feet  away  from  the  house)  and  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  im- 
prove kitchen  layout  in  many  of  the  houses.  A larger  kitchen  not  only  gives 
a chance  for  meals  to  be  taken  therein,  it  also  allows  for  the  washer,  the  re- 
frigerator etc.  that  are  such  common  features  of  present  day  living. 


The  improvements  to  Council  dwellings  were  matched  by  those  for 
privately  occupied  homes  for  by  the  end  of  the  year  nearly  1100  had  been 
the  subject  of  an  improvement  grant.  This  figure  when  related  to  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  district,  4,851,  makes  very  impressive  reading. 


One  matter  which  has  taken  quite  a deal  of  time  is  that  of  petroleum 
installations  and  their  inspection  and  supervision.  Petroleum  spirit  is  a 
very  dangerous  material,  much  more  of  a risk  than  the  general  public  appreci- 
ates, and  its  careful  storage  is  one  of  the  authority’s  more  important  duties. 
The  making  safe  of  empty  storage  tanks  is  one  of  the  major  problems  — again 
it  is  not  always  easy  to  persuade  the  public  that  an  empty  tank  is  very  much 
more  dangerous  than  a full  one. 


As  in  previous  years  the  help  and  guidance  I have  received  from 
Councillors,  from  the  Clerk,  the  Treasurer  and  the  staff  of  the  Department 
has  been  much  appreciated.  The  resignation  of  Doctor  J.  M.  B.  Carr  at  the 
end  of  April,  1969,  was  much  regretted  for  he  had  been  a most  pleasant 
colleague  to  work  with  and  all  the  staff  found  him  helpful  and  co-operative. 
I speak  for  us  all  in  wishing  him  well  in  his  new  work.

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COUNCIL  HOUSES— GENERAL  REMARKS. 


In  January  1968  a new  method  of  calculating  rents  payable  (devised  by 
the  Treasurer)  was  introduced  which  incorporated  the  existing  rent  rebate 
scheme.  It  was  decided  that  the  rent  payable  ought  to  reflect  the  type  of 
property  occupied  and  the  ability  to  pay  of  the  tenant  and  that  the  simplest 
way  of  achieving  this  was  to  make  two  separate  calculations  which  would  be 
added  to  arrive  at  the  total  rent.  Accordingly  a value  for  each  property  was 
calculated  taking  into  account  factors  such  as  age,  situation,  number  of  bed- 
rooms, central  heating,  etc.  These  “amenity  values,”  which  range  from 
7/-  to  37/-  are  payable  by  all  tenants  irrespective  of  their  income.  The 
second  element  of  rent,  called  the  “income  value”,  is  calculated  on  a scale  of 
income  from  £8  a week  to  £20  a week  and  ranges  from  14/-  to  45/-.  By  this 
method  it  is  considered  that  a fairer  rent  is  arrived  at  with  the  following 
results:  - 


(a)  A high  income  tenant  in  a high  value  house  pays  more  than  he  would 
in  a low  value  house. 


(b)  A low  income  tenant  in  a high  value  house  pays  more  than  he  would 
in  a low  value  house. 


(c)  A low  income  tenant  pays  less  than  a high  income  tenant  in  a similar 
house. 


The  Council  consider  that  this  rent  structure  puts  at  their  disposal  a 
positive  aid  in  housing  administration,  since  by  considered  adjustments  it 
is  possible  to  influence  tenants  towards  or  away  from  certain  types  of  property 
or  certain  villages.  They  consider  that  this  secures  financial  and  social 
benefits  to  the  tenants  and  to  themselves. 


Council  House  Painting. 


The  painting  of  102  Council  properties  and  part  of  Dale  View  flats, 
Caistor  was  contracted  out  to  private  firms.  Payment  of  ;CL180.14.1  was  made 
by  the  end  of  the  year;  38  properties  remained  unpainted  chiefly  because 
one  contractor  commenced  too  late  in  the  year  to  complete  before  the  incle- 
ment weather  stopped  him. 


No  colour-washing  was  done  during  the  year. 


Of  the  three  brands  of  paint  used  it  was  found  that  one  brand  gave 
better  covering  capacity  and  a similar  experiment  will  be  made  during  1969 
to  finalise  the  experiment. 


All  Council  properties  are  now  covered  by  a five  year  cycle,  thus  pro- 
viding more  protection  to  external  woodwork. 
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Council  Property  Maintenance.

Contracts  were  granted  and  by  the 
year  end  work  had  commenced.  The  total  cost  involved  will  amount  to

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Refuse  Collection. 

The  pattern  of  part  weekly,  part  fortnightly  continued  and  the  additional 
houses  built  were  absorbed  in  the  system.  The  back  door  method  of  col- 
lection is  used  and  so  far  only  a few  Council  properties  use  paper  sacks  for 
refuse.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  Council  will  either  have  to  increase 
the  number  of  vehicles  (three  at  present)  or  start  a paper  sack  or  bin  liner 
scheme  for  at  least  some  of  the  area.  In  my  view  a bin  liner  scheme  has  a 
great  deal  to  commend  it  and  this  would  not  involve  so  heavy  a capital 
expenditure. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Three  tips  continued  to  be  in  regular  use,  with  the  most  central  and 
largest  at  Caistor.  This  is  now  completely  “controlled”  by  the  use  of  a 
Crawler-Drott  that  has  a 4 — 1 bucket.  This  vehicle  is  transported  by  low 
loader,  under  contract,  to  the  other  tips  as  and  when  required.  As  required 
by  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  facilities  are  available  on  certain  days  and  times 
at  the  Caistor  tip  for  the  dumping  of  bulky  refuse.  A charge  is  made  for 
collection  — during  the  year  only  one  such  request  was  made  — to  remove 
a piano.

S^  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year.  The  results  shew 
that  the  relative  quantities  from  each  individual  source  are  subject  to  con- 
siderable variation,  but  it  will  be  apparent  from  the  analyses  that  this  is 
unlikely  to  cause  undue  variation  in  overall  quality. 
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I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  Cooper,  Distributing  Engineer,  N.E.L.  Water 
Board,  for  the  undermentioned  information;  also  to  members  of  his  staff  for 
the  assistance  and  advice  that  is  always  so  readily  given. 

The  Board  laid  additional  reinforcement  mains  in  Caistor  which  have 
materially  improved  supplies  in  the  township,  especially  in  the  Whitegate 
Hill  area.  These  mains  have  also  permitted  a segregation  of  supplies  with 
resultant  improvement  in  pressures  from  Bigby  to  Swallow  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  Swallow  booster  pumping  station — thus  reducing  operational

In  each  case  where  a private  supply  sample  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
the  tenant  is  informed  in  writing  on  the  advisability  of  boiling  all  water 
used  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Due  to  the  fluctuation  of  these 
supplies  follow-up  samples  are  always  taken  at  weekly  intervals  until  a satis- 
factory sample  is  obtained. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  Dr.  Croll  and  members  of  the  Patho- 
logical Laboratory,  Lincoln,  for  providing  the  analyses  and  advice  that  is  so 
readily  available  at  all  times. 

There  is  no  inadequacy  of  supply  in  the  area  nor  are  there  any  recorded 
standpipes. 

There  are  50  dwellings  with  private  supplies,  8 of  which  are  not  in  the 
dwelling.

A fatal  case  of  Weil’s  disease  occurred  at  a heavily  infested  poultry  farm. 
The  buildings  were  largely  of  the  old  wooden  type  with  earth  floors.  The 
warfarin  bait  being  used  by  the  owner  was  totally  insufficient.  One  ton  of 
warfarin  was  laid  by  Council  but  only  gave  poor  results  — zinc  phosphide 
(dry)  cleared  the  inffistation  within  24  hours. 

Fluoracetamide  very  effective  in  sewer  treatments. 

Racumin  used  as  an  alternative  to  warfarin. 

Chlorophacinone  also  used  under  suitable  conditions. 

' Strychnine  is  used  to  control  moles  on  Council  properties  only. 

Heavy  infestation  of  rats  occurred  during  the  year,  mainly  due  to  the 
wet  summer  and  autumn.  The  reduced  number  of  farm  surveys  were  due 
to  precautions  adopted  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  were  relieved  of  contract  work  at  one  of  the  main  industries 
who  engaged  a private  pest  control  company.  The  Council  undertook  a 
private  contract  with  an  RAF  establishment  to  cover  the  control  of  all  vermin 
and  disinfestations;  any  action  taken  to  control  birds,  under  Ministry  licence 
“A”,  was  an  additional  contract. 

A number  of  wasps  nests  were  destroyed,  and  in  some  instances  furniture 
was  treated  for  woodworm,  prior  to  the  owner  moving  into  a new  Council 
dwelling.

The  Storage  of  Fireworks  in  Retail  Shops. 

The  Home  Office  leaflet  “Fireworks  and  the  Shopkeeper”  giving  safety 
hints  and  general  fire  precautions  was  distributed  by  the  Home  Safety  Officer, 
not  only  to  all  known  retailers  of  fireworks  but  to  many  of  the  youth  organi- 
isations  in  the  area. 

Home  Safety. 

The  Council’s  Home  Safety  Officer,  Mr.  Lowis  who  combines  public 
health /surveyor’s  duties  with  this  work,  gave  discussions  and  talks  to  organised 
village  groups  in  the  area.  Suitable  hand-outs  were  given  at  each  gathering 
and  posters  displayed  in  prominent  places  where  the  public  had  general 
access. 

The  importance  in  giving  informal  talks,  whether  it  be  to  a single  person 
or  to  an  organised  gathering,  cannot  be  stressed  too  much  bearing  in  mind 
that  fatalities  in  the  home  are  higher  than  those  on  the  roads.  Also  the  fact 
that  this  subject  is  becoming  more  in  the  public  mind  as  was  seen  at  this 
year’s  Conference  — Councils  and  other  organisations  were  more  than 
double  those  of  the  previous  year. 

Appreciation  is  given  to  Mr.  England,  Welfare  Officer,  and  his  staff, 
for  the  valuable  assistance  in  providing  suitable  film  material  whenever 
possible. 

Home  Safety  is  a matter  of  communication  simply  from  those  who  know 
the  answer  to  safety  problems  to  those  who  either  do  not  know  or  find  that 
changing  customs  and  habits  are  too  difficult,  or  are  ignorant  of  the  risks 
involved. 

Street  Naming  and  Numbering. 

The  Council  agreed  to  trying  to  name  all  roads  which  have  some  develop- 
ment in  them  throughout  the  area.  Many  roads  had  local  names  or  were 
referred  to  by  the  place  to  which  they  led  but  no  attempt  had  been  previously 
made  to  agree  these  names  with  Parish  Councils  and  then  to  have  signs 
erected.  This  is  now  in  process  of  being  done. 

When  street  names  and  limits  are  agreed  then  a numbering  scheme, 
where  appropriate,  is  being  devised.  This  has  been  implemented  in  Caistor 
and  will  be  continued  in  other  parishes,  particularly  Keelby  and  Middle  Rasen.
